Upon 
inquiry I elicited the fact that he had 
given his trousérs, valued at four 
shillings to a witch doctor in the na- 
tive compound in payment for some 

“muti” or magico medicine, that 
would save the life of his child. I 
had a look at the pfecaninny, who was 
very far gone with a severe attack of 
dysentery, gave him some good medi- 
cine, and, under dire threats, made my 
cook go to the witch doctor and give 
back the muti in return for his nether 
garments again. After some argu- 
ment he did so. The child died, I 
was to blame.

'‘Edinburgh—Miss Shiena Marshall, 
who was a member of the Great 
Barrier Reef Expedition in 1928-29, 
recently gave an interes‘ing account 
of her experiences in the Coral Is- 
lands, at a meeting of the Edinburgh 
Women’s Luncheon Club. 

Miss Marshall sald that the island 
on which the members of the expedi- 
tion settled for a@ year’s work was 
not a bit like the coral islands read 
about in books. There was no moun 


Rin-Tin-Tin, famous canine movie star, born in| tain covered with breadfrult trees 


and with banyans. There was not 
even a blue lagoon. . The Island lay 
about halfway between the mainiand 
and the Great Barrier Reef, and was 
only about a third of a mile in circum- 
ference. At low tide a great expanse 
of reef was exposed and they could 
walk on. that. 
Huts were put up fo tthe party by 
the Government. Their one living 
voom had about £1200 worth of appar-, 
atus in {it so that it did not look bare, 
Lighthouse. bdats came to the island 
once a fortnight. All water had to be 
brought from the mainland and then 
earried, so they all had to be care- 


ful with their laundry. ' 


The scientific members were divid- 
ed into three parties each with their 
own line of work. They all did some 
work on coral and Miss Marshall gave 
some amusing descriptions of how. 
they managed their rather’ primitive 
diving apparatus. Their diving hel- 
met was like a dust bin with a win- 
dow and the alr supply was kept up 
with a hose pipe and a motor tire 
pump. ‘The diver was let down from 
a boat and saw things tnder natural 
conditions. They could stay under 
the water fof an hour in warm weath- 
er. Tiny fish of a brillant blue 
would scatter over their heads like a 
flock of birds, -The-fish were not at 
all frightened and evidently thought 
the diver was just another sea beast 
like themselves. 

The expedition had added a great 
deal to the knowledge of tmérine {life 
in troplal seas and laid the foinda- 
tion of future marine research in 
Australia, A marine station has now 
been forinded by the Queensland Gov- 
ernment to carry on their work.

What About Russia? 


The consideration is often put for- 
ward that Russia is attempting an 
Asiatic bloc, Bat ts Russia in the eco-

of industrialization will take decades 
- to realize, and for the time being she 
is content with the introduction of 
foreign capital and foreigu technicians 
sto direct the work of the reconstruc- 
tion’ of her industrial organization. 
Since she is not in @ position herself 
thoroughly to equip and maintain a 


vast military establishment, it Is hard. 
ly possible that she could undertake 
the task of preparing others, More- 
over, the Rusalans are signatories to 
the Kellogg Pact. 

Resides, though we are not discuss- 
ing here the merits and demerits of 
collectivism, we can certainly ask our- 
selves whether or not such a syatem 
does not interfere and destroy even 
the ¢ery desire for personal initiative, 
The days of liberalism are certainly 
over. The Fascist state is not back- 
ward in establishing the necessary 
‘control of the relations of so-called 
freedom and economic activities, but 
I feel very strongly that a wide mar- 
gin must be left to private initiative 
in any case for it represents the dy- 
namic impulse to enliven progress. I 
have been careful to establish this 
principle expressly in our “Carta la 
Lavoro,” which Is the Magna Charta 
of our labor policy. Without freedom 
of initiative there is either stagnation 
or violent upheaval; energies are thus 
precipitously unleashed.

No Menace From Agia 


The fear has been expressed also of 
a great Asiatic threat against Europe.

Though the Asiatic peo- 
ples reach hundreds of millions, they 
are yet living in the musty atmosphere

four hundred million people slumber- 
ing in their ancestral apathy? The task 
is sta ng. Before such a people 
could rise and threaten the existence 
of the western world, a millenium 
must come to pass. Then in a thous- 
and yeara what will the civilization 
of the west be like’in its lightning ad- 
vance in scientific research and dis- 
covery? 

The internal race hatreds of the 
Asiatic peoples are also an obstacle-to 
their steady advance. Jealousies and 
prejudices are inherent in them. They 
as they would the white man. It is 
would just as soon fight their brother 

@ civilization of the west which has 
brought them their present progress. 
It will be the guidance and direction 
of the west which will bring them out 
of their dormant past and inspire 
them onward to a higher plane of de- 
yelopment. It is true there are great 
potentialities there, but these dormant 
forces need not be set in motion or 
erystalized into the spirit of progress 
before an effective advance can be 
realized. 

Spirit of the East 


The spirit of the east was made 
pointedly clear to me by an episode 
which occurred to one of my Minis- 
tera. Being a man of youthful energy, 
though not. young in years, he flew 
from Tripdli to a distant oasis in the 
desert where he was met with the 
homage due to his rank by the native 
chiefs. The Minister showed them his 
airplane, emphasizing to them with 
natural pride in the western civiliza- 
tion that it carried him there in 48 
hours. Theytid not seem impressed, 
but, to push further his point, he ask- 
ed them to realize that it took him 
two days to reach them, while for the 
same journey they would employ 30. 

“All right,” replied the head-chief- 
tain calmly, “tell me what you will do 
with the other 28 now.” 

It ia natural to ask ourselves wheth- 
er this state of mind can be interpret- 
ed as decreptitude of age or the re- 
tardation of adolescence. Perhaps it 
ia both these. The immemorial civill- 
zations of Asia are perhaps like their 
Yast evergreen forests, Under the old 
growth, which fs decaying and falling 
into pieces, there is a new sap giving 
birth to other plants which will soon 
be budding, perhaps invisible, masked 
behind the other’s decay. 

I find no seeds sown in the present 
Asiatic eruptions that will bring forth 
a world conflict. The world in Its pre- 
sent hierarchy of nations la not set to 
breed a struggle between alignments 
of eastern peoples with western peo- 
ples against others of the east and

Saves Your Babies 

‘Lives From Disease 

Ontario Health Department 
- Will Send Free 
“Baby Book” 


(This is one of a series of wee 
artiles on health sponsored by the 
Canadian Social Hygiene Council. So 
important is the subject of Infant 
Mortality that the article on this suo- 
fect has been divided into two parts. 
Part one is published below. Part 
two will follow next week.) 

Poverty is responsible for more In- 
fant deaths than anything else, be- 
cause most of the predisposing causes 
of infant miortality are due to a lack 
of money and to the ignorance and 
carelessness that often goes with it. 

A nation needs all the healthy and 
strong children it can acquire in 
order to keep its place in the world 
march of progress. * 

The population of a country de 
pends, aside from migratory fluctua- 
tions, on thea number of children born 
and the number of those children 
that reach maturity. The strength 
of a nation can be no greater than the 
strength of its citizens, therefore the 
future strength of a nation depends 
on the health, vigor and intelligence 
of its children for the child is the 
father of the man and the school boy 
of to-day is the citizen of to-morrow, 
There can be nothing more clear and 
obvious than that. 

The aim of every nation should be, 
then to have every child grow up 
strong in body and strong in mind, 
agents in producing a higher type of 
clvilization. 

One of the best criterla of the civill- 
zation of a nation Is the care which 
it expends on its infants. The only 
method of estimating this is by ob- 
serving the infant mortality rates. 
This is usually computed on the num- 
ber of infants out of every 1000 born 
who do not live until thea eud of the 
‘first year. 

It {s a common auperstition that the 
rearing of children is instincave with 
the human race. Nothing could be 
farther from the truth. The mother 
must be.taught how to care for her 
child i¢ the child is to have any sort 
of chance of surviving the dangerous 
first year and of reaching a healthy 
maturity. Poverty may be an excuse 
in some quarters for not giving a 
child all that it needs. . But poverty 
ia no excuse nowadays for not know- 
ing what the child needs and how to 
take care of it. Ignorance on the 
part of the mother is inexcusable as 
there are health centres throughout 
the country to which those within 
reach may go at regular intervals and 
which will send reliable information 
to women in outlying distrits. Such 
information may be had by writing 
to the Social Hygiene Council in care 
of this paper. ' 

The mother should learn from her 
physician or from ® competent nurse 
and if neither of these are available 
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because of the mothers isolation In 
some inaccessable country districts 
then from the literaure which can be 
obtained from g number of sources. 

Children of ignortant mothers are 
rarely properly bathed, rarely get 
sufficient sunlight, enough fresh air 
or the right kind of food. They are 
nearly always treated as if germs 
were non-existent. Their bottles are 
sometimes filthy 'from a actentific 
standpoint. 

A public health nurse once told the 
writer of a thing she saw one time. 
It is hardly believable. The nurse 
was paying her first visit to a poor 
family and it happened to be what 
the mother figured was the baby’s 
feeding time. The mother was putting 
milk into a ‘bottle ‘which she carefully 
washed under the tap\before putting 
the milk into it. The procedure was 
to fill a tumbler with nik and then 
pour it into the baby’s bottle from 
that. As the nurse watchéd wide 
eyed a fly fell into the glass of milk. 
The mother calmly picked it out 
with her dirty fingers and went on 
filling the infant’s bottle. Needless 
to say that mother had a few lessons 
on the preparation of feeding for 
babies within fhe next few days. 

A baby’s food must be wholesome 
and pure. With a mother who Is 
both poor and ignorant such a stand- 
ard is impossible. A mother who 
knows what she is doing but who fs 
poor and unable to afford the proper 
surroundings finds it hard to main- 
tain the standards necessary if her 
baby is to grow up with an even 
chancerin the world. 

A mother between the ages of 
twenty-five and thirty has the best 
chance of giving birth to a healthy 
child,—one which will be able to re- 
sist the dangers besetting it during 
the first year. Care of the infant 
should begin long before the child is 
born as the physical condition of the 
mother is of the utmost importance. 
If the mother is. poor and under- 
nourished, or suffering from any of 
the complications of pregnancy, the 
child’s chances of life are greatly 
lessened. If the mother has to work 
she should arrange i* that she has 
some rest before the birth of her 
baby. The death of weakly infants, 
due to overwork and undernourish- 
ment on the part of mothers, forms a 
great part of the infant mortality 
rate. 

It is quite obvious the part that 
poverty plays in keeping up our In- 
fant mortality rate—and in bringing 
children poorly equipped to maturity. 
Bad housing and poor sanitation are 
detrimintal to the health of the chiid, 
Families that are forced to live in 
cramped quarters of one or two rooms 
cannot but suffer. There is lack of 
fresh air and sunlight, there is dirt 
and filth tracked th fnom the atreet 
by many feet, and—a very important 
consideration—a lack of proper stor- 
age for food. Nearly always there 
is a complete lack of refrigeratlon— 
all these things tend to lessen a hild’s 
chances for Ute and in life. Great 
strides have been taken by the health 
authorities, but there Is much work 
yet to be done. The work of health 
officers in connection with housing is 
no bed of roses. You may find it 
hard to believe, but thelr efforts are 
often misunderstood and they are al- 
ways meeting strong opposition from 
different quarters. No landiord— 
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unless he is very public spirited will 
allow a house or building of his to be 
condemned without a fight. There 
are many landlords of course, who are 
ready and willing to help in every 
way — possible. They very often 
need no word from the health officers 


‘that their properties are uninhabit- 


alle and they make changes or re 
bufid of their own volition. 

If you are a landlord you can help 
greatly by taking a prido in your prop- 
erties and seelng to it that they ars 
a help instead of a hindrance in the 
solution of the very real “housing 
problem, You muat not think that 
the problem is confined wholly to thd 
cities. Towns and villages have it 
just as well. I know of an Ontario 
town where a great percentage of the 
houses are on the market for gale or 
rent. The same economic conditions 
that have redued the town to this have 
made the poorer residents 80 poor 
that they cannot afford to pay even 
the ridiculously low rental that is 
asked for excellent brick houses in 
the best of condition. Many of these 
people are living in what are real 
slums and under unsanitary, unwhole- 
some conditions. Without hurting 
the town any, ninety per cont.—yes 
100 per cent.—of the bad houses could 
be condemned. But—and here ig the 
problem,—in that town every body 
knows everybody else. it is extreme- 
ly hard for the health officers to do 
anything at all. - 

Statistics compiled in England show 
that the infant mortality rate varies 
directly with the amount of space in 
which a family has to live.

$300,000,000

The department of Trade and Com- 
merce at Ottawa has issued its report 
on Touring Traffic for the year 1929., 

Tourists who entered Canada by the 
Ocean Ports were ‘some 4,707 = 
el] passengers and the saloon d 
cabif "passengers declined from. 3,002 
and 6,103 to 2,859 and 5,906 respect- 
ively, but the expenditure of tourists 
via the ocean ports is estimated at 
$10,685,000 an increase of about $89, 
000 over last year. 

Tourists from the United States by 
Automobile in 1929 numbered 4,508, 
809 as compared with 3,654,455 in 
1928. An interesting fact in this 
connection is that some 3,416,588 of 
the above number entered Canada for 
one day or less, 1,091,014 for 2-60 
days and 1,207 for 61 days to § 
months. Computing in conjunction 
with the United States Department 
of Commerce an average of $13.00, 
$150.00 and $560.00 respectively has 
been taken as the expenditure of in- 
dividuals and with these figures it is 
estimated that tourists have spent in 
Canada some $208,744,000 in 1929 an 
increase of $26,000,000 over 1928 
tourist trade. 

Then again we have the American 
tourists entering Canada via Rail and 
Steamer but the returns from these 
lines are not yet complete but it is ex- 
pected that the increase for last year 
will show anything from $5 to $8 
millions and the total amount will 
average about $80,000,000. From this 
the total value of Tourist trade in 
Canada for 1929 was $300,000,000. 
The growth of this particular traffic 
is from $83,000,000 in 1920 to the 
present estimate for 1929 of $300,000 
000. 

On the other hand Canadians spent 
some $20,083,000 abroad, and $65,055, 
000 in the TWnited States from Auto- 
mobile traffic-tione.

A mother between the - ages of 
twenty-five and thirty has the best 
chance of giving birth to 4 healthy 
child,—one which will be able to re 
sist the dangers besetting it during 
the first year. Care of the infant 
should begin long before the child is 
born as the physical condition of the 
mother is of the utmost importance. 
If the mother is poor and under- 
nourished, or sdffering from any of 
the complications of pregnancy, the 
child’s chances of life are greatly 
lessened.

“He makes a mockery of the rigidity 
into which Continental Europe has 
been forced by recent diplomatic

“Ts it not against al reaso1, he has 
contended again and again, that the 
area of Italy should be so reduced as 
to force the Italians to migrate, where- 
as the area of the French empire re- 
mains so vaet that she is unable to 
people her own colonies? 

“In France itself now two groups 
confront each other. 

“One is actuated solely by distrust 
of Germany. It would pay Italy a 
good price for a free hand against 
Germany. 

“Next, it would reverse the pro-Ger- 
man policy of the Locarno pact. We 
must not forget that dread of Italy 
really inspired a certain element in 
France to reach a better understand- 
ing with Germany, | 

“Briand, and with him a great num- 
ber of French statesmen, is afraid that 
a yielding ¢‘sposition in France will 
be interpreted as an admission of the 
rights of races to a greater independ- 
ence of development.”

A partial solution of the problem 
of marketyng Canada’s wheat crop 
will probably be found in the growing 
of less. wheat and more barley this 
year anyway. Barley is the great 
staple grain feeder of livestock, yield- 
ing the biggest returns expressed in 
terms of animal nutriment per acre. 
In other words, more actual food is 
produced in a normal year from one 
acre of barley than from any other 
grain.

UNIONS 


This is a very practical subject and 
deeply concerns each Union. 

This is the age of the specialist in 
every line of work. Teachers, Doctors 
Flectricians—- and all lines call for 
the specialist; and the expert, in his 
line, is always in demand. In our 
Y.M.C.A. work we have to have 
trained leaders in kindergarten work, 
young people’s work, the Women's 
Missionary work and the Women's 
Temperance work. We must have 
efficient workers ahd systematic 
work done to meet the demand of the 
age. 

Surely in our Temperance work we 
need efficient workers as we deal 
with a very subtle foe,as the late Mrs. 
Thornley said, “The liquor party Can 
furnish brains, but no conscience.” 

While the Temperance work may 
not just now be the popular subject, 
yet, dear sisters, we know there is a 
steady growth of interest, and facts 
and figures are speaking loudly, and 
having their influence. 

We have lost the skirmish but not 
the battle, prohibition is coming, not 
going, it is winning, not losing. 

Dr. Dale, ina meeting in Toronto 
last week said, “We must advance 
simultaneously along three lines; 
education, agitation, condemnation. 

Education— Educate our youth. 
Each week one thousand young people 
are granted the franchise, 52,000 each 
year reach the age of 21 and vote the 
first time. 

Agitate— Never let a policy that 
is wrong become a settled problem, 
because people can get used to almost 
anything, and begin to think it is all 
right. Let us agitate to create public 
opinion. Public sentiment must pre- 
cede the adoption of any moral quest- 
ion. 

Condemnation—- Present conditions, 
facts and figures, be well informed. 
Do you know there are 416,000 resid- 
ent permit-holders in Ontario and we 
spend on an average of $120 a year on 
liquor. 

One person out of every 6 have a 
permit, resident. One person out of 
every 107 have «& permit, tou.iat, so 
the drinking is not done by the tourist 
‘These are the figures of the Liquor 
Control Board. 

To awaken imerest jm many in 
Temperance, let us plan our work, 
carefully and prayerfully... Present 
exceptionally good meetings, plan our 
year’s program and plan each month- 
ly program. 

In owe great organisation, we have 
a wonderfield from which we can 
choose the departments we wish to 
have. We have 36 departments, each 
one a goid mine of interesting work. 
Excellent literature is available in 
eash department. 

In planning the year’s program we 
have to keep in mind the different

Anyone who paints lavender cows, 
pink oceans, green and yellow striped 
nudes and other such manifestations 
of modern art, the doctor intimated, 
could well undergo investigation by a 
mental specialist. 

“1 mean by that if he paints this 
sort of thing seriously,” sald Dr. Wey- 
gandt. “Some modern artista merely 


act queerly and paint queerly for com~ 


mercial reasons.” 

He listed the painting of pictures 
as beings the normal activity linked 
closest to insanity, with sculpture, 
poetry and music following in close 
succession. 

“We have always known that there 
were relations between the artist and 
the psychopath just as we have known 
that the criminal and the psychopath 
have things in common,” said Dr. Wey- 
gandt. “Wa, are just beginning to 
learn these relations.” 

Patients at his institution, he said, 
usually turn to some sort of creative 
work when they begin to recover. 

The paintings they smear on the 
canvas, he added, compare favorably 
with anything exhibited in the Ameri- 
can halls devoted to modernism, They 
can depict elongated animals, topsy- 
turvy houses, curlicues, and lop-sided 
faces just as well, if not better, than 
the most celebrated of the modernists 
at large, Dr. Weygandt concluded.

AN ENGLISH VIEW 

Mr, Clynes has stated In the House 
of Commons that if in future the Stock 
Exchange sweepstake was conducted 
as a purely private affair, strictly con- 
fined to members, and did not involve 
the sale.or transfer to non-members 
of tickets or shares of tickets, he 
would make no move to prosecute. He 
added that, so far as Administrative 
action was concerned, the test would 
be whether a-sweepstake or draw, 
large or small, was public or private. 

The law applicable is not, of course, 
in doubt, Sweepstakes on races and 
raffles at bazaars or elsewhere are, in 
law, lotteries, whether private or pub- 
lic, 

State lotteries were abolished about 
a hundred years ago, but the Act still 
remains, and covers all Derby and 
Grand National sweepstakes, public 
or private, from the biggest to the 
most humble (writes a barrister in the 
London Daily Express). , 

The ordinary sixpenny or shilling 
whist-lrives are illegal, probably both 
under the Betting Acts and the Gam- 
ing Acts. They are usually tolerated 
by the forces of law and order, but 
the police are entitled to interfere, 
and do make an occasional pounce. 

The ready-money street bookmaker 
offends against statute law, and there 
{s a costly game of espionage and 
counter-espionage between him and 
the police. 

No motorist may travel along our 
roads at a rate exceeding twenty miles 
ah hour (though a bicyclist or horse- 
man may, if he can). . 

Some people think that unenforced 
laws are of no great consequence, and 
indeed, the great Blackstone himself 
was of that opinion; but the police 
know better, and so should anybody 
who reads the murder statistics of 
New York and Chicago, two centres of 
flouted law. 

The presence of such laws on the 
Statute-book means either that the 
police must pick and choose which 
they shall enforce, or must incur un- 
popularity and resentment by enfore- 
ing those which are manifestly un- 
reasonable and out of date, 

Both these alternatives are fraught 
with grave danger, and unenforced 
statutes bring the whole body of law 
into contempt.

Canada is Turning 
To New Markets 


Buyers Purchase 
from Mediterranean Ports 
Rather than U.S. 


Forced by high prices, 
turning from the United States orange 
market and is looking towards Medl- 
terranean ports for this commodity, 
Arthur B. Jones, well-known fruit 
buyer of Liverpool, said in an inter- 
view on board the Laurentic, leaving 
Montreal recently. He is returning 
home after a successful business trip 
in Canada. 

“This season has been unusual in 
the quantity of Valencia oranges pur- 
chased from Spain by Canadian buy- 
ers,” Mr. Jones said. “Heavy buying 
has been cutting heavily into the sale 
of the California fruit, whieh finds 
little favor owing to its high price. 
The price has been largely determined 
by the short crops.” 

Mr. Jones explained that the Val- 
encia oranke is a medium class orange 
retailing at a much lower figure than 
its American contemporary. “Canada's 
purchases from Spain have been 
heavy this year,” he said, “evidence 
of which is seen in the cargoes of the 
steamers Val Perga an. Val Prado, 
which are at present en route to 
Montreal with more than 50,000 pack- 
ages of oranges. The ships ara com- 
ing from Palermo, Sorrento and Mer- 
riora,” 

New Apple Market 

He came to Canada to buy apples 
for the English market. “This is my 
66th trip across, chasing the elusive 
apple,” he . The buyer felt that 
the apple trade is shifting from On- 
tarié to Nova Séotia, which exported 
a record quantity, more than 1,000,000 
barrels, last year.

ought to get liberal supplies of pro- 
teins, vitamins, and mineral elements 
along with their calories. From the 
nutritional standpoint, therefore, it 


ly used in feeding children, lest it dis- 
place too much of the foods which. can 
do what it cam not. We read further: 

“We sometimes hear of the ‘natural 
craving’ of children for sweets; but 
what sweets do we find in nature? 
Never do we find in nature such con- 
centrated and isolated forms of sugar 
as are found in the grocery and con- 
fectioners’ shops. Sugar is, essential- 
ly, a bait; or in Bunge’s words, ‘not 
only an aliment but also a condiment, 
and easily lends. itself, as all such. 
things do, to abuse.’ 

“Too much sugar may spoil the ap- 
petite for other foods of much more 
pronounced value in nutrition, and it 
may displace these more important 
foods in meeting the calory needs of 
the body, with the result that there 
may be a shortage of some essential 
mineral element or vitamin, 


“It is argued that sugar is food for 
active children, because it is a ‘quick 
fuel,’ and the use of sugar by athletes 
during endurance contests Is cited in 
support of this idea. The idea has 
some basis, 
worked, if not actually perverted, Who 
would seriously claim that the concen- 
tration of. sugar Which can be borne 
by the stomach of an athlete would 
be equally well suited to the still de- 
veloping stomach of the growing 
child? 

“In our judgment, the practical les- 
son to be learned from the newer 
knowledge of nutrition is the great 
importance to health (at all ages and 
especially in childhood) of giving a 
more prominent place to what McCol- 
lum has called ‘the protective foods,’ 
milk, fruit, and some of t1e vegetables 
and that’s ‘more tolerant’ attitude to- 
ward sweets for children is not justi- 
fied except in so far:; the uso of 
suear and other sweets may be prac 


| tically helpful in preserving the pro- 


tective foods or facilitating their at- 
tractive preparation. 

“A liberal amount of ice-cream may 
be good—they may. like it because of 
its sweetness, and they will almost 
cettainly be benefitted by the extra 
milk and cream which they thus geét. 

“Without multiplying illustrations, 
it ‘may be said that, in general, the 
proper place of sugar in the food sup- 
plies and eating habits of children is 
not in concentrated forms, nor in the 
indiscriminate sweetening of all kinds 
of foods, but rather as a preservative 
and flavor to facilitate the introduc- 
tion into the child’s dietary of larger 
amounts of fruit and milk.”
